The news follows in detail: 
WORLD’S BROADCASTERS JOIN ANTI-BPL CHORUS 


A subcommittee of an International Telecommunication Union (ITU)panel of 
technical experts responsible for terrestrial broadcasting issues has joined a grow- 
ing chorus of concern about the interference potential of power line telecommu- 
nication. A Sub Working Group expressed the view that interference produced 
by systems employing PLT as well as by Industrial, Scientific and Medical (ISM) 
equipment and short-range devices, would compromise broadcast reception. 


The SWG is of the opinion that any increase in the amount of noise due to these 
systems is unacceptable. In particular, broadcast services should be protected 
from unwanted emissions from PLT systems, as these emissions are a byproduct 
of a system that is not itself a user of the radio spectrum. The panel recom- 
mended the formation of a group representing all users of the radio spectrum 


to coordinate development of limits to be imposed on the radiation from these 
systems. 


ARRL Chief Executive Officer David Sumner, K1ZZ, expressed strong support 
and appreciation for the SWG’s conclusions and the ongoing efforts of parent 
Working Party to study the issue. “If BPL is a problem for broadcasters,” 
Sumner said, “it’s easy to see that it would be a disaster for us.” 


Broadcasters themselves also have exhibited increased concern about the po- 
tential of PLT/BPL to prevent their signals from reaching listeners. The BBC 
for instance conducted a brief trial in Scotland and determined that the two 
competing PLT/BPL systems in operation in the town of Crieff, NW of Edin- 
burg, both interfered with HF reception. Tests were conducted at four locations. 
(News summarized from ARRL news.) 


Who speaks on behalf of the radio amateurs in the RSA with ICASA and the 
Dept. of Communication who must in the end decide on this issue in the RSA? 
Only the SARL, and the SARL have a mandate from its members only to speak 
on their behalf. The more members, the louder the SARL can speak. Non 
members may join at any time and members still have till the end of this month 
to renew their membership; but why postpone? Do it now!

PROVISIONAL RESULTS 2003 SARL HF CW CONTEST 


The provisional results of the 2003 SARL HF CW Contest have been released. 
The contest committee received a total of 15 logs and the complete results have 
been sent out in a special HF Newsletter. 


The winner of the 2003 HF CW Contest is Bernie van der Walt, ZS4TX, of 
the Bloemfontein RAC with 200 points, in the second place is Allan Smith, 
ZS1AAX, of the Cape Town ARC with 170 points and jointly in third place is 
Hans Kappetijn, ZS6KR, and Ed Willers, ZS6UT, of the Pretoria ARC with 
162 points. 


The highest score on a single band is 78 points on the 40-metre band and both 
Donovan, ZS2DL, and Bernie, ZS4TX, achieved this. In the club competition 
Pretoria ARC takes top honours with 468 points closely followed by the Cape 
Town ARC with 458 points and third was Bloemfontein RAC with 252 points.

If any guide/scout/brownie/cub can enlist the aid of a radio amateur for that 
week-end then there’s nothing stopping them from taking part! These “11th 
hour” arrangements are “allowable” in scouting if the girls and boys are prepared 
to make the effort. 


Registration as an Educational Station is required when the girls and boys want 
to talk on the air and/or send messages using morse code on any ham band. 


Also note that JOTA can be arranged as a patrol/six, troop/company, group, 
district or Area event provided that a correctly licenced ham is in attendance. 
Also any ham can take part on his own as long as he is helping some guide or 
scout station. 


7th WORLD SCOUT JAMBOREE-ON-THE-INTERNET (JOTI) {18th - 19th 
October 2003} 


This event takes place on the same week end as JOTA and any girl or boy who 
is a member of the guiding or scouting movements and has a computer and 
access to the Internet, may take part. They may also communicate with any 
of over half a million other Guides and Scouts all over the World. Youngsters 
of all nations, regardless of their culture, religion, or race may freely exchange 
views and share ideas. 


At a JOTI station no ham is required as long as the person operating the 
computer has some scouting connection or someone next to him must be a 
member of a guide or scout group. 


The Participation Cards which are usually given to guides and scouts commu- 
nicating on the air have only reached Dave ZS6AAW on Thursday 8th October

Lieutenant Governor David Collins first landed near Sorrento 200 years ago, and 
established a camp of 460 people. 


The special event station VI3BVS has received official permission to set up at 
Sullivan Bay, where the first settlers arrived. 


Operators will be Ron Cook VK3AFW, Jim Linton VK3PC, and Barry Robin- 
son VK3JBR. 


Listen for VI3BVS on Sunday 12th of October on the 40, 20, 15 and 10 metre 
bands working DX and local contacts as propagation permits. 


A commemorative QSL card will be available. QSL via VK3WI or through the 
bureau.
